One of the most significant events at the recent Consumer Electronics Show in 
Las Vegas has less to do with new products than with the ties that bind them. 
The Electronic Industry Association’s Home Automation exhibit officially in- 
troduced the Consumer Electronics Bus (CEBus), a new engineering standard 
capable of integrating a broad range of consumer products, appliances and ser¬ 
vices into a home communications and control network. 

Developed over the last four years and agreed upon by 50 major manufac¬ 
turers, CEBus takes us a giant step closer to home automation and should also 
act as a catalyst for many “smart” new products with compatible interfaces. It 
will allow home-oriented products — including air conditioners, heaters and se¬ 
curity devices —to “talk” to each other via multiple pathways, including power 
lines, telephone lines, coaxial and fiber optic cables and RF and infrared com¬ 
munication links. 

Applications are limited only by manufacturers’ imaginations. Homeowners 
will, for example, be able to signal their lights to go on, the hot water heater to 
prepare for morning showers, the dishwasher to run, the home security system 
to kick in and the VCR to record programs for the week from several control 
consoles. Motion detectors could sense when an elderly person is unusually still 
and, in the event of no response, automatically telephone for help. EIA’s push 
toward a common standard is good news for consumers, who will be able to 
put the standard in place, application by application, over a period of time, as 
they can afford them. 

We’ll be bringing you more about “smart home” systems in a future issue, 
but the push to establish links between diverse electronic products also 
makes^ itself felt in related arenas. This month’s “Codebusters” feature focuses 
on VCRs that bridge the international video standard barriers between NTSC, 
PAL and SECAM. These include Instant Replay’s Image Translator VCRs that 
can be used with any TV, as well as multi-standard VCRs that must be used 
with multi-standard monitors. 

In the rapidly expanding world of amateur video production and post pro¬ 
duction, however, compatibility problems still persist. Take adapters, for 
instance. Even jacks are not standard, let alone signal levels. Knowing and 
finding gear that will work with yours demands constant vigilance. 

That’s why you should read this month’s special section on video accesso¬ 
ries, “Shoot and Edit Like a Pro,” hearing several caveats in mind. First, know 
what you want to do beforehand so you’ll purchase the right gear. Be aware 
that each accessory does something different and that no single one can do ev¬ 
erything. Be aware, also, there are no universal editing controllers, although 
some manufacturers claim there are. Second, get verbal or written assurance 
the seller will take back a piece of equipment if it doesn’t work with yours. Fi¬ 
nally, get hands-on demonstrations of all equipment before you purchase any, 
and don’t rely on someone else to do your homework for you. If you observe 
these basic cautions, every accessory you add to enhance your production and 
editing capability should help you create videos with the look and sound only 
professionals used to achieve.

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CES at a glance: HDTV, 
still video, DAT 

The near future has stolen the spotlight 
at the thirty-ninth Consumer Electron¬ 
ics Show, which closes in Las Vegas as 
this issue goes to press. In a show nota¬ 
bly shy of new blockbuster video prod¬ 
ucts (although Philips’ new CDV 488 
combi laser player with Y/C jacks may 
prove an exception) such emerging 
technologies as high-definition TV and 
consumer-grade still video cameras are 
drawing heavy interest. 

Several HDTV displays —most dra¬ 
matically by Philips and Barco, a Belgian 
TV maker —are giving those who deal 
directly with video consumers detailed 
looks at this important technology. The 
show also provided a forum for 17 U.S. 
manufacturers, including IBM, to start 
exploring the creation of a joint HDTV 
consortium that could effectively com¬ 
pete for leadership in the world HDTV 
market. 

But while HDTV percolates, CES 
clearly established still video, heavily 
promoted in recent years among profes¬ 
sionals, as an aspiring consumer medi¬ 
um. Several companies — including 
Sony, Konica, Olympus and Casio — are 
introducing still video cameras and ac¬ 
cessories at prices between about $700 
and $2,000. The cameras’ relatively 
high cost and poor picture quality (com¬ 
pared to film photography) virtually 
guarantee a slow start among consum¬ 
ers, but their flexibility, speed, conven¬ 
ience and light weight make still video 
a medium to watch. (Look for a full 
round-up of these and other CES intro¬ 
ductions in next month’s issue.) 

Two trends that show no signs of 
abating are the improving quality of TV 
pictures and audio designed for video. 
Large new screens by Mitsubishi and 
NEC, and a dazzling 13-incher by NAD, 
demonstrate that the NTSC standard 
still leaves room to maneuver. Mean¬ 
while, a steady flow of new receivers, 
surround sound devices, stereo VCRs 
and TVs with enhanced audio fea¬ 
tures-like models from Toshiba and 
Tera —continue to add sonic muscle to 
the home viewing experience. For ex¬ 
ample, the Lexicon CP-1 Audio Envi¬ 
ronment Processor reviewed in this 


issue’s “Videotests” will be updated by 
the CP-2, a less costly model more spe¬ 
cifically tailored for video buffs. 

In a related audio area, digital audio 
tape, DAT/USA International of 
Trenton, New Jersey and Japan America 
Electronics of Santa Monica, California 
hope to break the DAT logjam by selling 
various brands of DAT recorders to 
dealers without the manufacturers’ au¬ 
thorizations, but with English manuals, 
power adapters and their own warran¬ 
ties. DAT sources include Technics, 
Panasonic, Pioneer, Akai and Sony.

The Nintendo Entertainment System, 
the nation’s hottest video toy, is getting 
an add-on that employs a remarkable 
technique to play and control video- 
games. Called U-Force, it’s essentially 
a stickless joystick. Invented by David 
Capper for Broderbund, U-Force plugs 
into Nintendo’s joystick port. Its twin 
sensor-packed panels record a player’s 
position, motion and velocity, then 
translate the data into onscreen actions, 
letting players control Nintendo charac¬ 
ters without actually touching anything. 
For example, to play Mike Tyson’s Punch 
Out!!, a player simply jabs in midair. 
The computer Tyson follows suit. The 
$69.95 gizmo is compatible with most 
Nintendo cartridges and promises im¬ 
proved performance on about half. ■

A funny thing happens when the end 
credits start rolling in Married to the 
Mob, the Jonathan Demme film hitting 
video stores this month: outtakcs from 
the movie appear on the screen. Demme 
explains, “We had to take out a lot of 
scenes we were really fond of to find the 
right pacing, so this was a way of retain- 
ing them.” 

The story has Michelle Pfeiffer as 
the wife of a suburban mobster. She 
wants a divorce and a new life free of at¬ 
tachments to the likes of Dean Stock- 
well, her husband’s colleague and 
murderer. Demme credits the “humor, 
freshness and unrestrainted imagina¬ 
tion” of the premise to the original 
screenplay by Bar¬ 
ry Strugatz and 
Mark R. Burns. 

“It’s a gangster 
movie focusing on 
a woman. I love 
that. The hardest 
thing in the world 
for a filmmaker is 
finding a good screenplay” in a sea of 
“copycat scripts.” Imagine —an auteur 
who credits authors! 

Demme is Mr. Nice Guy. Though 
short and paunchy and unremarkable 
looking, he lights up his surroundings 
with good cheer, and it’s that sense of 
fun that energizes his movies (e.g.. 
Something Wild, Melvin & Howard, Citi¬ 
zens Band). His resume also includes 
films of concerts (Talking Heads’ Stop 
Making Sense), performance art (Spald¬ 
ing Gray’s Swimming to Cambodia), a 
documentary (Haiti Dreams of Democra¬ 
cy) and music videos for various groups. 

Demme’s producing his next film, 
Miami Blues, with fellow Roger Gorman 
alumnus George Armitage directing. His 
next directing job will be Continental 
Drift, from Russell Banks' book. 

One thing Demme won’t be doing is 
supervising an expanded video cut of 
Married to the Mob. “Is there something 
more tolerant about watching at home? 
Can you open up to a longer version, a 
slower, more detailed story than you can 
in a theater?” —Mark Fleischmann

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Is it Super yet? 

For the hundred thousand or so video 
enthusiasts who have bought into the 
Super VHS revolution, the uncertainty 
about when movies will become avail- 
able in the format has been a major an¬ 
noyance. Recent pre-recorded S-VHS 
releases in Japan would be encouraging 
if only American studios would indicate 
their intention to follow suit. 

With the goal of promoting their 
S-VHS machines, two hardware manu¬ 
facturers have now brought the prospect 
of superior-looking movies on tape tan- 
taliringly close. In October, Mitsubishi 
announced that its $900 HS-423UR 
VCR would be sold bundled with 
S-VHS copies of RoboCop and On Gold¬ 
en Pond. The following month, Hitachi 
introduced a plan of its own: through 
mid-’89, purchasers of a Hitachi S-VHS 
camcorder or VCR will get a list of 40 
films that can be ordered in S-VHS by 
mail at $39.98 each. 

While intriguing, neither of these 
promotions (both involving Orion 
Home Video) means that S-VHS mov¬ 
ies are coming to your video store soon. 
Retailers just getting over the problems 
they faced with Beta are not happy 
about the possibility of a return to multi¬ 
format inventories. Studios are likewise 
cautious about the costs and logistics of 
what is still a niche product. But at least 
it’s a step in the right direction.

Time for games 

Although Nintendo has established a 
firm foothold as America’s favorite video 
game system, Sega is building a faithful 
minority following, thanks to its stun¬ 
ning graphics, innovative 3-D technolo¬ 
gy and translations of exciting arcade 
hits like Shinobi and Thunder Blade. 
While providing an impressive lineup of 
software for trigger-happy teenagers, 
however, Sega has also introduced a few 
titles meant to stimulate brain cells 
rather than adrenaline. 

Monopoly is one of the best games 
yet for any video game system. This 
translation of the classic board game al¬ 
lows up to ten players (computerized or 
human) to compete. The computer 
players are no pushovers: at the begin¬ 
ning level they are annoyingly slow and 
conservative but at the expert end they 
can be very devious. If you haven’t 
played Monopoly in a while, or if you’re 
an avid fan who has trouble rounding up 
opponents, Sega’s Monopoly is a delight. 

Shanghai seems deceptively simple, 
but it’s exasperatingly addictive. The 144 
tiles from a mah-jongg set are arranged, 
face up, in a pyramid called the “dragon 
formation.” The challenge is to remove 
the tiles in matching pairs, but if you 
move the wrong ones you may leave 
other tiles stuck. It’s extremely difficult 
to remove every tile — I managed it the 
first time I played but only twice since 
then. The Chinese characters can be 
difficult to read at first, but eventually 
you get used to them. The computer of¬ 
fers hints if you get stuck, and you can 
compete against friends or a timer.

Once again, Tom Smothers gives new 
meaning to the term yo-yo. The Gracie 
Allen half of the Smothers Brothers por¬ 
trays an almost mystical character called 
The Yo-Yo Man in a new made-for-vid- 
eo comedy/how-to of the same name. 
Made up of routines from the siblings’ 
recent limited-run CBS-TV series plus 
newly shot instructional material, Yo-Yo 
Man turns out to be —to paraphrase a 
Smothers’ electronics commercial — 
smart, very smart. 

Tom explains how he and brother 
Dick “had all the Yo-Yo Man routines in 
our show, and we got a lot of letters ask¬ 
ing, ‘How do you do that trick.'’

y I want to attach a tunet to my com- 
** putcr monitor in order to watch TV 
shows. Can you suggest any companies 
that sell such a tuner? Paul Doer 
Suisun, Calif. 

A First, be sure you have a compatible 
monitor. Many inexpensive com¬ 
puters use regular TVs as monitors, 
broadcasting the computer signal to 
channel 3 or 4 as a modulated RF sig¬ 
nal, just like a VCR. Other models offer 
composite video and audio input jacks, 
which provide better picture quality. 
Most better color monitors intended for 
computers use RGB (red, green, blue) 
signals that are incompatible with con¬ 
ventional TV signals. If your monitor is 
fitted with composite video and audio 
inputs, you can easily feed it the signal 
from an external tuner. 

Stand-alone outboard tuners used to 
be widely available, when they were sold 
as the second halves of two-piece porta¬ 
ble VCRs. Now that camcorders have 
replaced the two-piece market, separate 
tuners are harder to find, and often 
aren’t much cheaper than inexpensive 
VCRs. Unless you can find a good deal 
on an old tuner (that provides RF out¬ 
put as well as separate audio/video), you 
may be better off buying an ordinary 
VCR and using its tuner to feed your 
monitor. The added benefit, of course, is 
that you can watch videotapes on the 
same monitor.

A Ironically, the player you’re looking 
for may have already come and 
gone. Before VHS-C was a camcorder 
format (starting in 1984, when JVC’s 
GR-Cl appeared), it was a portable 
VCR format that debuted in 1982. For a 
couple of years, several companies — in¬ 
cluding JVC, Panasonic and Sharp — 
sold VHS-C recorders, some with wired 
remote controls. They’re all discon¬ 
tinued now, but if you can find a used 
one in good condition (check out swap 
shops, industrial video stores and classi¬ 
fied ads) it would make an ideal player 
for your camcorder tapes. 

Failing this, I suspect some version 
of the machine you’re looking for will 
appear within the next year or so. JVC, 
which has great faith in the VHS-C for¬ 
mat, is planning to make its VHS-C 
line more competitive with 8mm in the 
new “personal video” field. Plans are un¬ 
derway for miniature players with LCD 
screens, as well as two-hour VHS-C 
tapes. Meanwhile, multi-head VHS-C 
camcorders with flying erase heads and 
hi-fi sound are already on the Japanese 
market and will be introduced to the 
U.S. market later this year. 


Rewind crisis 

Q I regularly use a videocassette re¬ 
winder and stop the rewind cycle 
before the tape is completely rewound to 
prevent the tape leader from snapping 
away from the reel hub. Unfortunately, I 
forgot to stop it in time on a few oc¬ 
casions and disaster struck —the tape 
snapped off. Is there a service that re¬ 
pairs broken videocassettes?

A To my knowledge, the National 
Video Cassette Service is the only 
company in the business of repairing 
both audio and videocassettes, regard¬ 
less of format.

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Pin patterns 

Q I need to know the pin outputs of 
the Y/C connectors for Super VHS 
camcorders and VCRs. These pins carry 
luminance and chrominance informa¬ 
tion as separate signals, but which sig¬ 
nals are on what pins?

A while there are four pins on each 
connector (for Y/C input jacks and 
Y/C output jacks), only two signals and 
their respective ground contacts are car¬ 
ried. On any Y/C jack, with the opening 
for the plastic guide “lug” facing down, 
the two pins on bottom are numbered 1 
and 2. Pin 1 is the luminance ground pin 
and is on the right. Pin 2 on the left is 
the chrominance ground. The pin just 
above pin 1 (also on the right) is pin 3 
and carries the luminance input or out¬ 
put signal (depending on the jack). Pin 
4, at the top left, carries the chromi¬ 
nance input or output. 

Many industrial S-VHS decks use a 
more elaborate seven-pin jack that car¬ 
ries an additional dubbing control signal 
with its corresponding ground. There 
has also been talk that a newer, multi¬ 
pin S-VHS connector may be available 
on future VCRs and camcorders. This 
would carry stereo audio signals along 
with the Y/C signals. 


Tape rejection 

n Occasionally, my VCR rejects some 
“ of my VHS cassettes. Instead of 
threading the tape in play or record, the 
cassette jumps back out the cassette 
door. What could be causing this?

A The lugs molded into the bottom of 
the reels might not be meshing with 
the lugs molded into the reel tables in¬ 
side the VCR. This is rare, but it can 
happen, and most VCRs are automatic 
enough to eject the cassette rather than 
risk jamming the VCR. Another possi¬ 
bility is that some of your cassettes have 
too much clear leader at the head, and 
it runs the full distance between the 
supply and take-up spools. Many inex¬ 
pensive rewinders wind the tape right 
back to this transparent leader and only 
stop rewinding when the tape stops 
moving. Better designs rely on the same 
photoelectric sensing principle as the 
VCR. The clear leader signals the 
VCR’s sensors to stop the tape motion. 
Unfortunately, if the clear leader covers 
both sensors at the same time, the VCR 
thinks there’s no tape at all, and ejects 


the cassette. The cure is simple: stick a 
finger into the core of the take-up spool 
and wind a few turns until the tape 
emerges from the supply reel. 


Shell switching 

Q Sometime ago, you printed a letter 
from a reader looking for a “one- 
time-use” adapter for Compact VHS 
tapes. I want to know if you have found 
any and to offer a suggestion. Once a 
VHS-C tape has been recorded on, and 
you have no intention of erasing it, why 
not just transfer the tape into a full-size 
VHS shell? The shell shouldn’t cost that 
much. David Andrews 

Vancouver, B.C., Canada 

A No “one shot” VHS-C adapters 
have appeared yet and I don’t know 
of any company working on one. Your 
idea, however, is a good one and perhaps 
some enterprising company will sell a kit 
I that lets you swap the tape from a VHS- 
j C cassette to a full-size shell. 

Without such a kit, you would have 
to splice the tape onto the larger reels, 
since VHS-C shells contain only one 
small supply reel that could get lost in¬ 
side the larger shell, while the special 
take-up spool (the part with the geared 
teeth) has no reel socket. For those who 
may want to try this, empty VHS shells 
are available from several sources, in¬ 
cluding Multi-Video of Charlotte, North 
Carolina (800-229-0111). Ten empty 
shells cost $21, plus shipping. Or you can 
just buy a $2 T-120, ditch the blank tape 
and load up the VHS-C tape of your 
kid’s birthday party. 


The deck stops here 

Q When will I be able to buy an 
adapter that will let me play back 
Super VHS tapes on a regular VHS 
deck? Mike Sheffield 

San Francisco, Calif. 

A S-VHS and VHS are electronically 
incompatible in this respect. An 
S-VHS VCR can record and play both 
in HQ and S-VHS modes, but a VHS 
deck can’t play S-VHS tapes. The pic¬ 
ture will appear bright and streaky, with 
a lot of noise. If you’re recording S-VHS 
tapes and want to give a tape to a friend 
who doesn’t have S-VHS, you’ll have to 
make a copy of your original. S-VHS 
can be copied to VHS or any other tape 
format, but the direct playability of an 
original cassette depends on the elec¬ 
tronic parameters of the VCR you put it 
in, and there are no “adapters” that will 
let VHS decks play back S-VHS tapes. ■

Video sound solution: powered speakers 

BY IVAN BERGER 

Television sets rarely have good speak¬ 
ers. Including them would make the sets 
too bulky and expensive for most buyers, 
and people who care about sound usu¬ 
ally want to pick speakers that suit their 
own tastes. Sometimes, manufacturers 
who care about good sound build in de¬ 
cent-sized amplifiers to drive external 
speakers, but usually they just provide 
output jacks to feed audio signals to a 
stereo system. After all, the logic goes, if 
you care about good sound, you proba¬ 
bly have a system whose amps are more 
powerful and whose speakers are far bet-. 
ter than those a TV manufacturer could 
reasonably provide. ■ 

But what if you don’t have a power- . 
ful stereo system, or your audio and vid- ■ 
eo setups are in separate rooms? And 
how do you provide enough amps and ; 
speakers for surround sound without 
surrounding your house with bill collec- , 
tors? Self-powered speakers, with ampli- ^ 
fiers built in, provide one answer to both ; 
problems. • 

By building the amp and speaker as a i 
system, the manufacturer can match the ■ 
two for optimum performance. The amp 
can drive the speaker to full volume 
without distortion, and you don’t pay for 
excess power the speaker won’t let you 
use or hear distortion from an amp that 
isn’t powerful enough. The amp’s fre¬ 
quency response can be shaped to com¬ 
pensate for problems in the speaker’s 
response (virtually all speakers have I 
such problems), and the amp’s maxi- | 
mum power can be limited at frequen- I 
cies which the speaker might have 
trouble handling without distortion. 
Makers of expensive powered speakers 
often build in separate amps for the 
woofer, midrange and tweeter, with 
electronic crossovers to divide the fre¬ 
quencies between the amps. And all this 
frequently costs less than equivalent 
separate pieces. 

The Acoustic Research TSW 115P is 
a case in point. For $400 per pair, it in¬ 
cludes two speakers plus an amplifier 
that delivers 16 watts per channel at 
well under one percent distortion. The 
two-way speakers, magnetically shielded 
for video use, have four-inch woofers 
and 3/4-inch dome tweeters. Such small 
speakers usually lose bass rapidly below 
about 100 Hertz. AR compensates by 
boosting the amplifier’s response at 
about 80 Hz. Having the amp’s output 
rise at a point at which the speaker’s 
output is falling off extends the total 
output so that the speaker works well 
down to about 50 Hz. Below 50 Hz, the 
amp’s response is tailored the other way, 
rapidly cutting off the lowest frequencies 
to limit the speaker’s diet to what it can 
digest. Overall, the bass response is very , 
respectable for small speakers. 

And they are small. The cabinets , 
measure only 10-1/2 inches high, 7-1/8 
inches wide and 6-7/8 inches deep. 
From the front, both cahinets look alike, 
with black snap-off grilles, sides covered : 
in black vinyl, and solid oak or walnut ! 
tops and bottoms. ; 

The two speakers look different from i 
the rear. The back of the main speaker, ! 
which contains the amplifiers for both i 

channels, has three connections: the 
permanently attached power cord, a 
3.5 mm stereo input jack and a Euro- 
pean-style speaker output jack. A rocker 
switch turns the amp on and off. A 
green pilot light on the front shows 
when the amp is on. Two small, concen¬ 
tric controls adjust the audio level. 

The back of the other speaker has 
only a permanently attached two-wire 
cord, about ten feet long, that runs to 
the output jack on the main speaker. 
The plug and jack only fit together one 
way, so there’s no chance of connecting 
one speaker in opposite polarity to the 
other. (Polarity errors, commonly made 
when connecting separate amps and 
speakers, don’t damage them but lead to 
a loss of bass and a wandering stereo im¬ 
age.) 

The cable that connects to the TV 
or other signal source is about 11 feet 
long, with a 3.5 mm stereo plug on the 
speaker end and two standard RCA 
phono plugs at the other. The level con¬ 
trols on the back of the main speaker are 
used to match the speakers’ sensitivity 
to the signal you’re feeding it. You want [ 
to find a setting high enough to drive 
the speakers to full volume when you 
turn the TV’s volume up all the way, but

low enough so the speakers don’t start 
blasting while the TV’s volume control 
is at its lowest setting. 

If your room layout makes one 
speaker sound louder than the other, 
you can balance the sound by adjusting 
one of the level controls. If the video de- 
vice connected to the AR system has no 
volume control, you can adjust the vol¬ 
ume with the AR’s controls, but since 
' they’re on the back of the speaker this 
can be awkward. 

I’ve enjoyed the sound of the TSW 
115P consistently with my TV. Voices, 
sound effects and background music are 
always clean and natural, especially if 
■ the speakers are flush against the wall. If 
you’re an MTV fan, you won’t be over¬ 
whelmed by the bass, but you won’t 
imagine that the bass and keyboard 
players took the day off, either. On some 
organ CDs with very low bass notes, 
there was some loss, thanks to the am¬ 
plifier’s low-end cutoff. 

There is a slight overemphasis on 
some very high frequencies. It never af¬ 
fects speaking voices or male singers but 
does add an occasional extra crispness 
to female vocals and makes applause 
sound somewhat metallic. 

Stereo perspective is reasonably 
deep and natural, especially with the 
speakers toed in a bit to face the listener. 
As with any speaker, perspective is not 
especially sharp or clear with most TV 
programs or pop-music videos, but that’s 
a result of the way such recordings are 
mixed. 

The AR TSW 115P solves a real 
problem for many videophiles —and for 
music-lovers who want a super-simple 
system to use with a single source, such 
as a portable CD player. It’s not intend¬ 
ed to take the place of an audiophile’s 
main speakers and high-powered amps, 
but it isn’t priced like them, either. All 
in all, the AR TSW 115P is a nice piece 
of work. ■ 



TECH TIP 


Solving reception flaws 

If your broadcast reception isn’t all it 
should be, try replacing the wire running 
from the antenna to the TV. If you’re 
using unshielded wire (RG-59AJ), move 
up to aluminum-shielded wire (RG-6). 
Your reception may be perfectly good, 
but a good signal can’t travel far through 
cheap, unshielded wire without running 
into problems. If replacing the wiring 
doesn’t significantly improve reception, 
try an amplifier —preferably an adjust¬ 


able one, since too much amplification 
can overload a system. If you’re splitting 
the signal among several sets, you proba¬ 
bly need an amplifier. You’d also be well- 
advised not to use the cheapest splitters, 
which degrade signals — especially high¬ 
er-frequency cable bands. 

If you’re a cable subscriber, you 
probably already have shielded cable in 
your home and your signal problems 
may originate at the “head end’’ —the 


cable company itself. Don’t be shy about 
complaining about shoddy signals. 
Apartment dwellers should check stair¬ 
wells for cable-company splitters with 
uncapped outlets, each of which is like a 
mini-broadcast antenna emitting signal 
impurities. Leaving splitters uncapped is 
against the rules. Complain immediately 
and, if the cable operator takes no ac¬ 
tion, complain to the Federal Commu¬ 
nications Commission.

JVC’s GR-A30U Compact VHS cam¬ 
corder is almost as easy to use as a one- 
button still camera. It may not have all 
the features we usually tout, but it deliv¬ 
ers creditable pictures with little fuss. 

Almost everything about it is auto¬ 
matic, including focus, white balance 
and iris. The autofocus system focuses 
on anything in the target zone from in¬ 
finity to the front of the lens, although a 
few subjects can give it a little trouble. 
There is no focus ring but you can lock 
the autofocus mechanism in any posi- 

A 1/1000-second shutter speed 
freezes fast action, but you need quite a 
bit of light to get the best quality picture 
out of the fast speed. Other camera op¬ 
tions include SP/EP recording speeds, a 
time/date/age imprinter and an alarm 
that beeps each time the run/pause but¬ 
ton is pressed. The camcorder may also 
be used as a camera with a VCR. 

The recording section offers play¬ 
back with pause/still and search, which 
work best at the EP speed for which the 
recorder is optimized. A flying erase 
head helps to make glitch-free assemble 
and insert edits. A host of supplied and 
optional accessories make the GR- 
A30U relatively flexible. 

Description. The GR-A30U is a 
chunky but light handful that weighs 2.5 


pounds with- 
battery and 
cassette. It has few ex¬ 
posed controls. On the left 
side of the lens projection are but¬ 
tons for focus lock, shutter speed and 
display on/off. The cassette hatch is 
near the back. The battery slides into a 
slot on the right to become part of the 
grip.

A mi¬ 
crophone projects alongside the lens, 
with a stiff wire protecting its outer side. 
There are jacks for an external mic and 
earphone. 

The rear hosts the power and SP/EP 
switches and the cassette eject button. 
Part of the panel slides upward to reveal 
playback buttons for stop, play, fast for¬ 
ward (search), rewind (search) and 
pause (still), as well as three buttons to 
set the display: mode, select and set. 
The mode button determines whether 
time, date or age is recordable. 

The front of the ridge atop the cam¬ 
corder slides off to reveal an accessory 
shoe. A rubber viewing hood for the 
electronic viewfinder projects from the 
rear with the diopter adjustment on its 
underside. On the bottom panel are the 
tripod socket and a tracking control. 

Operation. Using the GR-A30U is 
very simple because it has so few con¬ 
trols. When a battery is installed, the 
cassette hatch may be opened whether 
or not power is on.

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RCA Pro Edit VHS 
camcorder 

When RCA dubbed its new CC320 
camcorder Pro Edit, we assumed it 
would have a built-in editing controller. 
Although it doesn’t, it does have so 
many features that reduce the need for 
post-production that we weren’t disap¬ 
pointed. A flying erase head allows clean 
insert edits; the fact that VCR controls 
are always live means easy and quick 
transit to desired points for insert edits, 
video dubs and audio dubs —without 
leaving camera mode. Thus, a lot of 
cleanup and tightening can be done 
without going to another generation. 

To fully utilize these capabilities you 
must discipline yourself not to over¬ 
shoot; pre-production planning to 
leave correct space for inserts and a 
good idea of what you want to show be¬ 
fore you start shooting are essential. 
Since you can always do post-produc¬ 
tion to correct flubs, this machine offers 
the best of both editing worlds. 

The CC320’s features also include 
all the usual automatic circuitry (with 
manual override) plus auto shutter 
speed, which selects the best compro¬ 


mise between iris and shutter speed up 
to 1/200-second while in auto shutter 
and gives a manual choice of 1/120, 
1/250,1/1000 and 1/2000 for stopping fast 
action. 

Other goodies include an 8x zoom, 
time-lapse shooting, animation with 
switchable single frame recording, posi¬ 
tive/negative recording, a self-timer, fad¬ 
ing, a titler, a full-sized head drum with 
separate pairs of heads optimized for SP 
and EP, a built-in speaker positioned so 
you can hear while you shoot and a 
switchable wind noise filter. 

Description. The CC320 is styled 
in two shades of gray, with black ac¬ 
cents. It is one of the lightest full-size 
VHS camcorders (six pounds without 
battery or cassette) and fits comfortably 
on your shoulder because of an indent at 
the back of the base. Most controls are 
in conventional places. 

The lens barrel has manual zoom 
and focus rings with a release on the 
zoom lever to enter macro range. The 
AF sensor window is at the front of the 
lens support; the left side has the AF 
auto/manual switch, with one-shot ca¬ 
pability if its slider is pressed while in 
manual. 

Three columns of camera controls 
are further back on the left side. An 
auto/manual/off switch and a speed se¬ 
lector button for the high-speed shutter 


are at top. At bottom, a rotary manual 
color balance dial sits fotward of the 
auto/manual white balance switch. 

Between these are the iris dial (auto 
at center detent) and a hold-down-type 
fade-to/from-black button. The last col¬ 
umn contains, top to bottom, a self tim¬ 
er, display, reset/T-lbO (with indicator), 
date/time, review and index. 

A sliding panel hides the titler con¬ 
trols: buttons for edit/on/off, page, color, 
size and delete. Above are buttons for 
(pre-programmed) word and 
shift and four arrow-shaped 
cursor controls. The re¬ 
maining rotary control cy¬ 
cles through the characters,- 
numbers, punctuation and 
symbols in about four turns, 
much faster than forward/re¬ 
verse buttons. 

A second compartment below the 
exposed controls contains a slide switch 
for negative/positive images and buttons 
for time lapse, clock select and clock ad¬ 
vance. High on that side (so it sits near 
your ear) is a tiny speaker to monitor 
sound while shooting or playing back. 
An earphone jack is also provided. 

Atop the body is a balanced carrying 
handle with accessory shoe. Alongside 
the handle is a power control (with indi¬ 
cator), a camera/playback switch and 
buttons for eject, rewind/search, play, 
fast forward/search, stop, pause and au¬ 
dio and video dub. A tracking control 
and earphone jack are behind the han¬ 
dle with the battery release. The elec¬ 
tronic viewfinder is at the front of the 
body on a double extension that accom¬ 
modates viewing with either eye. 

At the front is a tally light and fixed 
microphone, with a wind noise switch 
underneath and a jack for an external 
microphone on the right side. The left 
side has a viewing hood that rotates 
from straight down to straight up. The 
magnifier is focused by a convenient 
thumbwheel. The back has grooves for 
the main battery (the DC power jack is 
covered when a battery is in position) 
and a compartment below it for the 
clock battery and the multi-pin audio/ 
video out connector. 

The bottom has the tripod socket, a

Lexicon’s CP-l Digital Audio Environ¬ 
ment Processor is one of a few video 
sound decoders to offer Dolby Pro Logic 
decoding for Dolby Surround-encoded 
videotapes. It can, therefore, credibly 
simulate the sonic experience of a per¬ 
formance in a concert hall or movie the¬ 
ater. But the unit’s applications extend 
far beyond conventional decoding: pro¬ 
prietary all-digital signal processing can 
recreate and/or synthesize ambience and 
reverberation for audio recordings. It 
can feed line-level signals to front, side 
and rear stereo channels plus mono cen¬ 
ter and subwoofer channels. Although 
Lexicon stresses the importance of side 


speakers for a full spatial impression, the 
CP-1 can convey a similar effect with 
front speakers alone. Multiple speaker 
placement patterns are pre-programmed 
and selectable from the remote.

You may think your camcorder has everything you need for making top-quality vid¬ 
eos. After all, today's models record in very dim light and have high-power zooms, 
variable shutter speeds and digital special effects. The most feature-laden cam¬ 
corder, however, can use a helping hand, and many manufacturers offer a variety of 
camcorder accessories. These include battery packs to extend taping time, cordless 
lights, tripods and monopods to steady shots, lenses to extend shooting range, filters 
for special effects, on- and off-camera mics and designer bags to tote your gear 
around. Here’s a sampler of the best. 

LIGHTS 

Now that most camcorders record in light as low as 10 lux, you might question 
the need for accessory lighting. Yet often the images recorded are noisy (grainy), 
with poor colors. Using lights that need an umbilical cord to a wall outlet defeats the 
shooting freedom that makes camcorders so appealing. 

One solution is the battery-incorporated light. Although it provides less illu¬ 
mination than one that draws AC power, it may make the difference between margi¬ 
nal and good pictures. One such unit is the 12.5-ounce Vertex SC Video light, which 
attaches to a camcorder’s accessory shoe. Though its quartz-halogen lamp supplies 
only 15 watts of illumination, a new reflector is claimed to boost performance to 50 
watts. Within the unit is a rechargeable nickel-cadmium (NiCad) battery. Each 
charge lasts about 25 minutes. 

You can also carry power for lighting around with you. The Vertex PR’s mini¬ 
battery pack weighs 20 ounces and measures only five by three by 1.5 inches. When 
fully charged, its 25-watt lamp gives 100 watts of illumination, thanks to that same 
high-efficiency reflector. A variation on this theme is found in the Asahi M-35 
light —its battery pack screws into the tripod socket at the base of the camcorder. 

If you want to light an entire room, select a unit that works off AC. The Ambico 
Indoor Expert Video Light, for example, is compact enough to mount on a cam¬ 
corder, yet it can also be placed on a tripod or light stand for dramatic effects. The 
unit supplies 250 watts of illumination, probably all you’ll need for anything but full¬ 
blown video productions, and has “barn doors” to control and focus the light. Al¬ 
though higher-power lamps burn hotter, the Ambico Indoor Expert, with its vented 
helmet-shaped housing, mesh grill and heat-absorbing glass shield, is cooler and saf¬ 
er to operate. g 

The newest lights operate from either AC or DC power using the same lamp. 1

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The Ambico Extended Play Power 
and Light Set, for example, yields 100 
watts of power on AC or 50 watts on a 
rechargeable gel-cell battery. The bat¬ 
tery is claimed to run the light for up to 
80 minutes and can power a camcorder 
for up to five hours. 

Lamps generally put out a constant 
stream of light, while the camcorder’s 
auto exposure system handles the expo¬ 
sure controls. But one high-tech light, 
the Hama Magnum 300, contains a sen¬ 
sor that measures the amount of light 
reflected from a subject up to ten feet 
away and adjusts the brightness accord¬ 
ingly, maintaining a constant color 
temperature even when it dims. 

An adjustable housing from Hahnel, 
the Zoom Light, permits movement of 
the video lamp from flood to spot cover¬ 
age, which is handy for customizing 
lighting to fit the zoom position on your 
lens. Hahnel also offers an attachment 
for creating a true “spot” effect, which is 
great for lighting a tiny portion of the 
scene. 

TRIPODS AND SUPPORTS 

What makes a video tripod? Weight 
and design for starters. Tripods built for 
small still cameras may be too light to 
give camcorders proper support. 

Second in importance is the plat¬ 
form or “head” that connects the cam¬ 
corder to the tripod. The best, “panning 
and tilting” heads, allow considerable 
shooting freedom; more expensive “flu¬ 
id” panning heads are even better, al¬ 
lowing you to follow action with ease. 
Panning heads have a vertical handle or 
handles protruding from the base —you 
control the up, down and side-to-side 
movement of the camcorder with one 
hand while operating the controls with 
the other. 

Another steadying option is a video- 
dedicated monopod or unipod, a one- 
legged telescoping device with an ad¬ 
justable pan head. Though monopods 
don’t guarantee steadiness, they are bet¬ 
ter to use than hands alone and easier to 
; carry than their three-legged cousins. 

The E-Z-Pod from Slik is already set 
up for video. When the four rigid tubu¬ 
lar leg sections are extended, the E-Z- 
Pod is 62 inches high. A push-button 
device at the top also gives a five-inch 
play in viewing height. The E-Z-Pod has 


an adjustable pan head for tilt move¬ 
ment and a quick-release platform for 
instant camcorder mounting and re¬ 
moval. Vanguard’s MP12X, another 
monopod for video shooting, features a 
foot pedal to help keep it steady. 

Another support alternative is the 
Bogen Video Camera Support, an ad¬ 
justable brace that cradles the shoulders 
and waist and provides a (movable) ball 
head and quick release platform for 
camcorder mounting. Though this lacks 
the stability of the gyroscope-controlled 
Steadicam body supports used by broad¬ 
cast crews, it allows you to walk around 
with the camcorder ready to shoot with¬ 
out always having to hold it on your 
shoulder. 

LENSES AND FILTERS 

Within the protective collar sur¬ 
rounding the front of your video lens are

metal threads that are the base for nu¬ 
merous lens accessories, including filters 
for color enhancement and special ef¬ 
fects, and optical devices that change 
the view and focusing capabilities of the 
prime lens. 

The threads on the lens collar usu¬ 
ally range from 42 to 55 mm in diameter. 

You must match the diameter of the 
thread to that on the accessory. Or you 
can buy a screw-in adapter that allows 
you to mount various filters in slots, or 
step-up or step-down rings that adapt 
various thread sizes to one another. 

Thanks to the still camera industry, 
there are hundreds of filters from which 
to choose, though not every one is opti¬ 
mized for use with video. Use any filter 
sparingly, however, as too many special 
effects can get in the way of the sense of 
reality offered by videotape. You may, 
for example, want to enhance the colors 
of a sunset by adding a light yellow, red 
or orange filter, or add romance to a 
scene with a diffusion or fog filter. For a 
touch of glitter on Christmas decora¬ 
tions, or to add sparkle to the chrome of 
a vintage car, try a star or diffraction fil¬ 
ter. Or, to add a bit of visual chaos to a 
scene, consider a multi-image or kalei¬ 
doscope attachment. For more informa¬ 
tion about filters, see the Tiffen 
Manufacturing Corporation’s videotape. 
Which Filter Should I Use, available for 
$25 plus postage and handling from 
Tiffen, 99 Oser Ave., Hauppauge, NY 
11788 (516-273-2500). 

Optical attachments that alter a 
camcorder’s point of view include screw- 
in close-up lenses, reversible extenders 
that double for moderate expansion or 
magnification of the field of view and 
full tele-extenders for dramatic changes 
in focal length. 

If you want to shoot screen-filling 
flowers or make video copies of old pho¬ 
tos, you might consider a set of close up 
attachments, available in -f 1, +2 and 
-1-3 powers —the higher the number, 
tbe greater the magnification. These ac¬ 
cessories can be combined for amazing 
effects, although image sharpness tends g 
to diminish as you increase the magnifi- | 
cation. i 

If your camcorder has a 12x power 2 
zoom, a tele-extender might be overkill, g 
unless you’re tracking grizzlies in the S 
wild.

cal length, however, a 1.5x extender that 
doubles as a wide-angle extender can 
come in handy. These extenders, avail¬ 
able from Amhico, Lenmar, Vertex, Viv- 
itar and others, screw into the front of 
the lens and add 50 percent to your 
longest focal length. Mounted in re¬ 
verse, they give a wide-angle view that’s 
0.6x of your lens’ shortest focal 
length. 

Adding focal length is an easy way to 
bring faraway subjects closer. But why 
would you want to expand the angle of 
view? Let’s say you’re shooting a birth¬ 
day party in a small room and want to 
include all the action in the frame with¬ 
out panning. A wide-angle attachment 
might be the answer. Wide-angle set¬ 
tings can also be used for dramatic ef¬ 
fects in landscapes, at sporting events or 
even when you’re walking through a 
crowd. It gives your camcorder eye more 
peripheral vision. 

If you want a really super telephoto 
lens, pick up a device that multiplies 
your lens’ focal length. One such item 
is the Tokina 2.5x to 5x tele-converter 
(model VCZ-50). This converts, say, a 
40 mm lens to a 200 mm, which is 
equivalent to about an 800 mm lens on 
a 35 mm camera! When shooting at 
these extremes, it’s advisable to use a tri¬ 
pod; otherwise, your image will suffer 
from the shakes. For this reason, the To¬ 


kina extender has a steadying brace 
built in. These high-power devices are 
bulkier and more expensive than ex¬ 
tenders, but these are the trade-offs for 
that kind of zoom power. 

Some conversion lenses show a more 
radical view of the world. The Coast VF 
3 Deluxe Fisheye lens comes in models 
that fit 49, 52, 55 and 58 mm thread di¬ 
ameters and has a flat front surface so 
you can mount other filters in front of it. 
Most fisheye lenses “vignette" (cut off 
the corners of the frame) but looking 
through one is like holding a convex 
mirror up to the world. Although you 
shouldn’t make a habit of shooting with 
a fisheye, it can add startling visual in¬ 
terest to a tape. 

Finally, how would you like to 
mount almost any lens —such as that 
from your 35 mm SLR camera or from 
that old interchangeable lens movie 
camera in the attic —onto your cam¬ 
corder? New camcorders — the Handy- 
cam 2006i from Sony and the BV8 from 
Beaulieu —allow you to do just that. 
All you need is an adapter. When using 
such lenses, however, you must focus 
and set the exposure yourself. 

AUDIO OPTIONS 

Sound quality can make or break 
your tapes, and different shooting cir¬ 
cumstances require different aids. For 


example, a wind baffle is essential for 
outdoor shooting. These come with 
most camcorders or can be easily fash¬ 
ioned out of foam rubber or cloth with 
an elastic keeper around it. 

You have several options for record¬ 
ing sound from distant subjects. One is a 
wired microphone that runs from the 
sound source to the microphone input 
plug on the camcorder. These micro¬ 
phones can be set near subjects (with 
the wires snaked under rugs, behind 
lamps, etc.) or hand-held by subjects if 
you’re doing a straight interview-type 
shoot. Hand-held mics are available in 
a wide price range at any audio or music 
store. Just be sure the input jack 
matches your camcorder. 

Another option is a wireless remote 
microphone. The microphone is at¬ 
tached to a miniature transmitter that 
signals an antenna on the camcorder, 
that in turn is attached to the micro¬ 
phone input on the body. The Sima 
SoundCatcher is one such system. Al¬ 
though any microphone can be used 
with the SoundCatchet, the most com¬ 
mon setup involves a lapel microphone 
clipped to a speaker’s clothes. When 
using this setup, check the sound quality 
before you shoot, as a microphone at¬ 
tached to clothing may yield a scratchy 
sound when the subject breathes.

VIDEO ACCESSORIES 

BY JAMES R. CARUSO

Remarkable new post-production aids 
promise to turn dens into mini-studios. 


Most videophiles realize that people are unwilling to sit for long in front of a TV to 
see home videos of an entire vacation or the baby growing up in real time. We’re 
used to seeing whole lifetimes speed past in 22 minutes and 38 seconds (the actual 
program time in a half-hour TV slot). We know from our own viewing experience 
that we must edit our hours of home recordings down to lengths others will look 
forward to seeing. 

Fortunately, there has been a quiet revolution going on in home video. Thanks 
largely to digital processing and new computer products, some of the editing, audio 
and special effects that were difficult and expensive to do at a broadcast level just a 
few years ago are now available to home videographers at reasonable prices. We 
think some of these post-production accessories — including editing controllers, 
computer aids, SEGs and character generators — will startle you with their range and 
capabilities. 

EDIT CONTROLLERS 

All editing controllers must be compatible with the VCRs or camcorders to 
which they’re linked. In addition, their ability to control the accuracy of edits de¬ 
pends on the degree to which attached VCRs can control tape slippage. Before you 
buy a controller, talk to your video dealer about its compatibility or check the manu¬ 
facturers’ literature (for the controller and the VCRs). In either case, make sure the 
controller you want will work properly with any equipment you have or plan to pur¬ 
chase. 

One of the more inexpensive editing controllers is DirectED by Videonics (see 
“Videotests,” Feb. ’*88). Besides editing footage, it allows you to add words and 
graphics by remote control. All you need is a camcorder for playback and a VCR 
with a wireless remote control. You place the DirectED’s tiny wand in front of the 
remote sensor on the VCR. Then you insert a special DirectED videotape into the 
VCR and your VCR’s commands are learned by the system. Next, insert a blank 
tape in the VCR and the recorded tape in your camcorder and make a dub. The 
DirectED will record a time sequence it can understand on the dub. 

Play the dub back and make edit decisions by pressing a button on the remote, 
once for where the shot is to start and again for where you want it to end. The sys-

' backgrounds and in three type styles. 

I The final step is to put the original vid- 
j eotape into your playback machine and 
a blank tape in the recording machine 
and follow the menu instructions. Di- 
rectED does the rest. 

DirectED can also maintain a library 
file of your shows, perform wipes and 
fades and store all your edit decisions on 
a master tape so you can go back and re- 
cut a show. 

But DirectED has two drawbacks. It 
is slow and time consuming, and the 
frame accuracy of the edits is not pre¬ 
cise. We found them to be plus or minus 
about 12 to 15 frames depending on the 
recording VCR. If your patience and tol¬ 
erance fall into these parameters it is a 
good buy at its suggested price of 

$499.95. 

If you have less tolerance and time, 
consider an elegant unit named the EC 
lOOOU Editing Controller by Future Vid¬ 
eo Products in Laguna Niguel, Califor¬ 
nia. The EC lOOOU can control 
assemble, insert and manual edits on all 
videotape formats. In assemble edit 
mode, you can select and make up to 
nine edits, preview your decisions and 
change the in or out points of any of 
them. 

When you are happy with your first 
nine edits, just press the dub key and the 
EC lOOOU cues the play and record ma¬ 
chines to record your edited master. 
Then move to the next part of your 
show and repeat the procedure until you 


decide to change a shot, the EC lOOOU 
is also capable of doing an insert edit; 
that is, recording over a previously re¬ 
corded shot. 

The EC lOOOU is capable of precise 
frame accuracy, but only if you have 
VCRs that can cue to an exact mark on 
the videotape. The unit requires ma¬ 
chines with Sony L or S connectors or a 
five-pin Matsushita connector (found 
on some but not all major manufacturer 
VCRs) to take full advantage of its fea- 

Future Video Products also has an 
SEC for $495 that can be triggered from 
the EC lOOOU so that you can preset 
wipes or fades and let the unit do the 
rest. The EC lOOOU’s suggested price is 
$495. 

If you want to step up to computer 
editing —and have an IBM-compatible 
or an Amiga — Future Video’s EC 1000 
PRO Editing Controller, for $595, may 
be the answer. You will also need the RS 
232 PC-Video Interface Port for $100 ^ 
and the EDL-1000 Edit List Manage- ; 
ment Software for $295 (or you can 
write yoiir own software). This setup lets 
you make up to 999 edit decisions and 
them in the computer. You ■ 
preview the whole show 
before you record it or 
change the edits as 
easily as you change 
paragraphs in a com¬ 
puter word-processing 
setup. Another device, 
the VideoCut 10, made 
by Hama in West Germa- 
is for 8mm fans. This 
8mm camcor- 
thc playback machine 


(the camcorder must have an L type 
connector) and an 8mm, VHS or Beta 
VCR as the record machine. It has a 
high-tech design with a hinged LED dis¬ 
play. Each button on the keyboard is 
dedicated to only one function such as 
edit in, edit out, search, enter, perform, 
etc. This type of control, coupled with 
clear and concise prompts on the LED 
screen, make this unit very easy to oper¬ 
ate. The VideoCut 10 is loaded with us¬ 
able features and bears a suggested price 
of $1249.50. 

The VideoCut 20 has the same fea¬ 
tures as the VideoCut 10 but is designed 
to edit Beta or VHS formats in addition 
to 8mm. It also has Vertical Interval 
Sync (VIS)—the black line you see at 
the bottom of a TV screen when the 
vertical hold is not working properly — 
to enhance frame accuracy. 

When a tape is played back through 
the VideoCut 20, the controller can 
read the VIS code and the exact frames 
at which you want to start and stop an 
edit. Since the VideoCut 20 does not 
use an audio track for the time code in¬ 
formation, you can still use both audio 
tracks for stereo sound if your VCR is 
hi-fi. The VideoCut 20 is for serious vid- 
eophiles and carries a suitably serious 
price of $2,495. 

Panasonic makes a complete editing 
system that requires two VCRs and an 
edit controller called the AG-A95, for 
$400. The VCR selection depends on 
your format. If you choose VHS, you 
will need two Panasonic AG-1950 VCRs 
at a suggested price of $1,650 each and 
one AG-A95. You can reduce the cost 
slightly by using one portable Panasonic 
AG-2400 VCR, for $1,250, as the player. 
The Super VHS VCR, the AG-1830, 
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Cutter’s Way:

lists for $1,800 and is compatible with 
the AG-A95. 

This editing setup lets you insert, as¬ 
semble and audio dub from the edit con¬ 
troller as well as jog and shuttle the play 
or record videotape in cither direction 
with a knob tm the edit controller. You 
can select eight edits and display them 
on the AG-A95. Once you’ve made a 
selection, just press a button and let the 
machines perform the edits. 

SPECIAL EFFECTS 

SEG (special effects generator) is a 
broad term that means different things 
to different people. In this article, we 
define it as any device with which you 
can change, alter or perform a transition 
of the video/audio signal in editing. 
SEGs are chiefly used to add a fade, wipe 
or other effect you cannot create or ef¬ 
fectively insert with a camcorder or 
VCR. SEGs also help to maintain the 
clarity of a recorded picture through 
editing generations and correct some 
color balance mistakes you might have 
made while recording, like going from 
natural to artificial light without chang¬ 
ing the white balance on the camera. 

One of the finest units in the home 
video market is the VidiMatc VDM-200 
from Vidicraft. At a suggested price of 
$349.95, the VidiMate lets you color 
correct, enhance a video image, split the 
screen on your monitor to compare the 
original with the corrected image and 
automatically fade from or to black. 

The VidiMate also lets you mix orig¬ 
inal audio with narration from a micro¬ 
phone during the edit, add background 
music or record a new audio track for 


colors and 
fades for both 
audio and video that are 
found on other SEGs. But four features 
make the VX-99 unique; a switch to 
turn your video into a negative image, a 
switch that creates the look of an oil 
painting, a Gen-lock function so you 
can switch a camera with Gen-lock to 
another camera without Gen-lock, and 
external processor terminals to connect 
a character generator or a computer to 
add graphics or titles. 

If you are serious about special ef¬ 
fects and have $3,000 to spend, the Pan¬ 
asonic WJ-MX 10 is for you. This unit 
has a digital frame synchronizer, which 
means you can mix two non-syn- 
chronized video signals without either 
glitches or time base correctors (TBCs). 

When a videotape is recorded on a 
VCR or a camcorder, part of the video 
signal is unstable. When you try to mix 
(fade, wipe, dissolve) two video sources, 
the picture jitters and the color becomes 
unstable. A TBC replaces the unstable 
code on the tape with a stable code. If 
you have two playback VCRs, you need 
a TBC for each. But the digital circuits 
in some SEGs, like the WJ-MX 10, take 
care of this problem and synchronize the 
two video signals for glitch-frec transi¬ 
tions. 

While in the digital mode, the WJ- 
MX lets you do a stable freeze frame, a 
stroboscope with an adjustable interval 
up to two seconds and adjustable mosaic 
and painting effects. You can perform 
wipe-mixes by placing one picture inside 
another, and superimpose over any of 
three video inputs and eight color back- 


your own music video. The presence of 
two video inputs lets you fade to black 
from one source and from black to the 
other by simply pressing a switch. You 
can also easily make multiple dubs be¬ 
cause the VDM-200 comes with four 
video/audio outputs. 

The Ambico V-0300 SEG, for $425, 
allows you to wipe from one video 
source to another in seven colors. You 
can also choose one of 15 different wipe 
patterns, then change the shape or in¬ 
vert the wipe in an infinite number of 
ways. The wipe pattern can be preset 
and you can place it manually or acti¬ 
vate an automatic variable-speed wipe 
control. You can control the pause func¬ 
tion of both your record and playback 
VCRs from the control panel, so you 
can cut from one video source to the 
other. The unit also has stereo capa¬ 
bility. 

The unique but hard-to-find Sansui 
VX-99, for $600, has the usual wipes. 


Mixmaster: Numark’s VAM-2000 mixes signals from 
up to three video and four audio sources. 
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grounds. The colors can be used for any 
wipe or fade. The unit has 17 wipe pat¬ 
terns that can be positioned with a joy¬ 
stick. The audio mixing accommodates 
four inputs you can control individually 
or with a master fade that fades the vid¬ 
eo and audio together. 

The Numark VAM-2000, for 
$4,990, is even more sophisticated. It 
has all of the features of the Panasonic 
mixer plus a few extras that are really in¬ 
teresting. A strobe effect follows the 
beat from an audio input. Three video 
inputs can be mixed without time base 
correction, and you can mix an audio 
track from up to four different sources 
after you have edited the video. The 
VAM-2000 also boosts the video’s hori¬ 
zontal resolution to 400 lines. 

The element most often left to 
chance in home video production is au¬ 
dio. Most people simply concentrate on 
the picture. Luckily, some companies 
have solutions to this problem. Sima’s 
SoundMixer, for example, is simple to 
use and lets you add background music 
and voice-over narration or raise and 
lower the audio from the original video¬ 
tape while you dub or edit. 

Many of the graphics, titles and 
credits that add the professional look to 

home videos can be done by aiming your 
camera at an art card and using camera 
moves like push, pull, pan, tilt and rack 
focus. You can process the signal 
through some SEGs for added effects. 
But you can also get into electronic 
graphics at affordable prices. The Super 
Micro Script by Scriptovision in Canada 
is one of the most affordable routes. For 
$295, it creates letters, numbers and 
simple graphics in eight colors over an 
internally generated background, during 
taping or over recorded video during an 
edit. It stores up to seven pages of type 
or graphics and scrolls them right to left 
or bottom to top at variable speeds. 

The smaller of its two type sizes al¬ 
lows 32 characters per line and 16 lines 
per page. The large letters yield four 
lines of ten characters. The unit can 
Gen-lock to an external video signal 
and also has color bars, which arc useful 
for setting up a monitor. It is easy to use 
and a versatile character generator. 

Another interesting product from 
Hama is the VideoScript 51 title/charac¬ 
ter generator for $1,049. It has two styles 
of type, four sizes and seven colors. It 
can store five pages of eight lines each 
and crawl them in any sequence from 
right to left or bottom to top of a screen 

at various speeds. Your graphics can also 
fade up or out over a color background 
or the video pictures. 

Ambico’s V-0303 Titling Effects 
Generator, for $1,295, includes a title 
camera and a copy stand in addition to 
the effects unit. Mack & white graphics 
are placed under the camera and pro¬ 
cessed through the effects generator, 
where you can turn them into almost 
any color over your own video or a color 
background. The unit also fades or cuts 
i graphics in or out with audio and lets 
you change your video color. 

COMPUTERS 

Those with computers have a new 
world to discover in video graphics.

Unusual VCRs break down the barriers 
between the world's video standards. 

When former President Reagan traveled to the Soviet Union and presented General 
Secretary Gorbachev with a tape of Friendly Persuasion, he screened the tape with an 
unusual VCR called the World Traveler, which had been installed aboard Air Force 
One for the occasion. The World Traveler is at the top of a unique line of products 
made by a Florida-based video company called Instant Replay. The products - 
dubbed Image Translators — overcome the differences between foreign and domestic 
TV transmission standards and make foreign signals available to anyone with some 
spare cash and a need to see. 

As those with friends or family overseas can attest, exchanging videotapes can 
be a trial of errors. Tapes made in foreign broadcast standards, such as PAL or 
SECAM, simply won’t work on conventional NTSC VCRs and TVs. Nor will 
NTSC tapes work on foreign decks. Viewers’ usual options have been to have such 
tapes professionally transferred to or from the NTSC standard, or to acquire special 
VCRs for playback on special TVs that accommodate several standards. 

Instant Replay’s gear offers other, in some cases less costly, alternatives. The Im¬ 
age Translator line consists of five VCRs, one videocassette player and one cam¬ 
corder that' play tapes in foreign standards as well as NTSC. Two models also record 
in foreign standards. All the models play PAL and SECAM tapes at both SP and EP. 

Their prices range from $695 to $1,995, and if the high end seems higher than 
most VCRs these days, consider that the Image Translators have one feature pos¬ 
sessed by no other VCR; They can play back foreign-standard tapes on ordinary 
NTSC TVs, although SECAM tapes will play back on standard sets only in bla^ & 
white. Most Japanese and some European VCR makers offer multi-standard VCRs, 
but all must be used with multi-standard TVs or monitors (see sidebar). ►

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Despite proclamations about the world getting smaller 
every day, videophiles with ties in other countries are 
hard pressed to find VCRs and TVs that will play video¬ 
tapes from more than one of the three major standards — 
our own NTSC, PAL (which predominates 
in Western Europe and South America) and SECAM 
(France and Eastern Europe). What options are there 
other than obtaining one of Instant Replay’s image- 
translating VCRs? 

Welcome to the multi-standard VCRs and TVs of 
the gray market — products not authorized by manufac¬ 
turers for sale to consumers in the U.S. but available 
anyway. In fact, if you call U.S. product representatives 
of video manufacturers (Hitachi, Sony and Panasonic, 
among others), you’ll be told that the companies don’t 
sell multi-standard gear to American consumers. 

You’ll have better luck if you try the companies’ in- 
> dustrial divisions. Their dealer networks are authorized 
to sell multi-standard gear. But even though multi-stan¬ 
dard VCRs and TVs can be hard to find, they are 
available, for sale or rental, from specialty stores in major 
metropolitan areas. Indeed, they are often carried by 
reputable consumer dealers whose clients include 
universities, foreign representatives and U.S. legislators. 

There is a trade-off, however. Gray market goods are 
..ot covered by manufacturers’ warranties or serviced by 
manufacturers’ local repair stores or factories. But several 
New York multi-standard machine dealers we in¬ 
terviewed offer their own warranties and claim to be 
properly equipped for repair work. 

“Readers accused me of false advertising when I ad¬ 
vertised my multi-standard machines in The New York 
Times," says Paul Singh, owner of Video Overseas in 
New York City. “People even called the manufacturers to 
check my claims and were told the goods didn’t exist. I 
had to have a guy from the Times come in here and 
check the stuff for himself to prove it does exist.” 

Indeed, Video Overseas’ menu of multi-standard 
(NTSC, PAL, SECAM) mono VCRs includes a Sharp 
VC799, a Hitachi VT498EM, a Toshiba V87MS and a 
Panasonic NVG50, according to Singh. The gear comes 
with a 30-day store warranty, and a repairman is on 
hand. You can bring one of these VCRs home, along 
with a multi-standard TV, for around $1,000, Singh says. 
Multi-standard gear is also available from National, JVC, 
Grundig, Philips, Sony, NEC and others —but not 
through the manufacturers. 

Other outlets, like Manhattan’s Columbus TV &. 
Video Center and Video Central, Inc., rent multi-stan¬ 
dard gear —at prices ranging from $45 per day for a VHS 
deck to $75 per day for a 19-inch PAL-compatible TV. 
Columbus quoted a price of $210 a week for a TWCR 
combination compatible with the U.S. 110-volt system. 

Camcorder aficionados can also take heart. Although 
we were unable to find any multi-standard video shoot¬ 
ers, several importers offer standard-dedicated PAL and 
SECAM camcorders. —J.T.Way 


The difference between Image 
Translators and other multi-standard 
VCRs is that multi-standard decks play 
tapes in the format in which they were 
recorded, thus requiring a compatible 
TV. Image Translators convert foreign 
signals into quasi-NTSC, retaining the 
original line and field frequencies, and 
enabling them to run on most standard 
NTSC TVs. 

They will not work, however, with 
any TV that uses countdown vertical 
circuitry. For example. Image Transla¬ 
tors will not work with any RCA moni¬ 
tor made within the last three years, 
some Mitsubishi projection TVs, some 
inexpensive 13-inch sets, some Sony dig¬ 
ital TVs and other digital models. (If 
you don’t know whether the circuitry in 
your set is compatible with the Image 
Translator, call Instant Replay at 
305-448-7088 and they’ll tell you.) 

Charles Azar founded Instant Re¬ 
play in 1977 to produce a magazine on 
videocassette. The company evolved 
into a video production house, selling 
alignment tapes and special interest vid¬ 
eos for a number of broadcast orga¬ 
nizations. In 1979, with the help of 
engineer Manuel Mejlocowitz, Azar 
came up with the idea for a deck that 
could play any tape. Mejlocowitz mod¬ 
ified a 1980 Matsushita VCR to play 
PAL as well as NTSC tapes, at first for 
internal use. Word of the unusual ma^ 
chine soon spread. “I charged $350 tc 
$500 to modify a VCR and we got such 
a large response that I started thinking 
about a full-scale business,” recalls Azar. 

But there was a thorny non-techni- 
cal hurdle to overcome. “Modifying the 
decks voided the manufacturers’ war¬ 
ranties, so we had to come up with our 
own,” continues Azar. Instant Replay 
offered a one-year warranty on parts for 
the VCR and two years on parts and la¬ 
bor for the Image Translator circuitry. 
Azar sold 50 Image Translators in the 
first year. 

Today, Matsushita video products 
comprise 80 percent of the base of In¬ 
stant Replay’s line. VCRs from Hitachi 
and Funai make up the rest. “We use 
Matsushita decks because they are easy 
to service and, therefore, modify,” says 
Azar. “We’ve also found them stable 
I and maintenance-free.” 

NTSC, SECAM and PAL are the 
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Multi-standard 
TVs and VCRs are 
hard to find, hut 
are available. 


three basic TV systems used in the 
world today. NTSC is broadcast in 
North and Central America and Japan. 
Russia, France and Eastern Europe 
transmit in SECAM. Western Europe, 
India, Australia, Great Britain, Africa, 
China and a few other countries use 
PAL. There are also several sub-systems 
for each standard (such as PAL B, PAL 
G, PAL M and PAL N). 

PAL itself stands for phase alternate 
line. This means the phase of the 
chroma signal changes every scanning 
line by 180 degrees, unlike NTSC in 
which the phase stays constant for one 
field, then steps forward 90 degrees. 
SECAM is a French acronym for a 
phrase that means sequential memory. 
Each of its scanning lines contains only 
one color. The lines are stored by the 
system, which reconstructs the color af¬ 
terward. Both PAL and SECAM are 
generally rated at 625 lines at 60 fields 
per second. NTSC is rated at 525 lines 
and 50 fields per second. 

IMAGE TRANSLATION 

Translating a PAL or SECAM signal 
into one capable of playing on an NTSC 
TV requires a number of modifications. 
First, the VCR’s tape speed must be 
changed. VHS PAL and SECAM tapes 
travel 23.39 millimeters per second 
at SP and 11.70 mm/s at LP. NTSC tape 
runs at the faster pace of 33.33 mm/s at 
SP and the slower pace of 11.11 mm/s at 
SLR 

The FM carrier frequency signal is 
also different. The NTSC range is 3.4 to 
4.4 megahertz. But PAL and SECAM 
work at a range between 3.8 and 4.8 
mHz. Proprietary circuitry makes the 
conversion. A further modification deals 
with the chroma or color signal. The 
NTSC chroma subcarrier is at 3.58 
mHz, while PAL’s color subcarrier is at 
4.43 mHz. Again, a proprietary Instant 
Replay circuit does the job. 

The SECAM color system is trickier 
to convert. As a result, all but one Im¬ 
age Translator play SECAM tapes only 
in black & white. Since both PAL and 
NTSC chroma systems use AM signals 
modulated at right angles to each other 
(which is known as quadrature modula¬ 
tion), they share some characteristics 
when it comes to color. However, 
SECAM signals use an FM chroma sig- 


If an investment in multi-standard gear seems too big a 
price to pay for dabbling in foreign relations, consider 
having your PAL or SECAM tapes transferred to NTSC 
(or vice versa) by one of the many video services listed 
in local Yellow Pages. 

“To a certain extent, standard transfers are still an 
esoteric corner of the market, but, with the increasing 
VCR penetration overseas, we’re seeing the market 
grow,” says Nick Day, general manager of the New York 
outlet of London-based Globe Video Services. “Our cus¬ 
tomers are mostly people who have family in Europe and 
want to send tapes of weddings or other big events. A 
lot of our customers come from New York, but many 
come from around the country as well.” 

Standard-to-standard transfers are not all priced 
equally, however, and comparison shopping is a must. A 
recent survey found prices ranging from $70 per hour to 
$35 for ten minutes to a flat rate of $75 per job. Some 
conversions, especially by companies geared to the cor¬ 
porate/industrial marketplace, can cost more than $200 
for a two-hour tape. 

Most standard converting services also convert from 
format to format — from 8mm to Super VHS, for exam¬ 
ple. An 8mm NTSC tape could be turned into PAL 
VHS, or vice versa. 

When choosing a transfer facility, check the kind of 
system converter it uses. Essentially, there are three lev¬ 
els of quality. Broadcast (professional) standard 
converters cost $150,000 and up and are generally used 
for one-inch magnetic tape. Industrial standard convert¬ 
ers cost around $50,000, allowing the facility to charge 
consumers competitive rates. Like their more advanced 
broadcast counterparts, these devices convert video sig¬ 
nals to digital code, interpolate and process the 
information into the new standard and lay it down in 
analog form on fresh half-inch tape (generally included 
in the price, but make sure). 

Standard converters also have a low end, often found 
in unlikely locations like the back of Indian grocery 
stores in large cities. (India is a major motion picture 
roducer.) These convertors cost in the range of 
10,000 used and work entirely with analog signal infor¬ 
mation. Unfortunately, the consumer pays a high price in 
color quality —so beware of so-called bargains. 

Some conversion facilities also offer editing suites 
where you can trim down your videos or even add sec¬ 
ond-language subtitles. “We encourage self service,” says 
Alex Shagholi, owner of New York’s International Video 
Services. “We’ll teach you how to edit in one hour. You 
can perfect your tape before you change format and send 
it overseas.” An International Video Services suite costs 
$15 per hour for VHS and $20 for S-VHS. 

Multi-standard facilities see an interesting range of 
customers. Video Overseas’ Singh reports that an in¬ 
creasing proportion of his business comes from Russians, 
since the recent arrival of glasnost has finally made 
international tape trading possible. —J.T. Way

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nal and is not quadrature modulated. It 
requires different circuitry for color re¬ 
covery. 

They will also record or dub from 
PAL or SECAM sources but with less 
acceptable results. Image Translators are

The electronic cir¬ 
cuitry in the Image Translators have no 
problem with this, but mechanical parts 
such as the tape transport and head 
drum cannot cope with such huge differ¬ 
ences when recording.

Die Hard

Like the cool gang leader in Die 
Hard, I enjoyed making models when I 
was a kid. But the fun part always came 
when I would pick up a hammer and 
smash the model into a million pieces. 
Die Hard is made by — and meant for — 
overgrown boys who never got over that 


destructive urge. Take a modern 40'StO' 
ry-office building, show off its high-tech 
features, play with it awhile, then blow it 
to smithereens. That’s entertainment! 

The building (the real star of this 
movie) is the L.A. headquarters of a Jap¬ 
anese megacorporation, and the agents 
of its destruction are a multinational 
group of robbers/terrorists armed with 
machine guns, rocket launchers and 
plastic explosives. They take control of 
the building during the company’s 
Christmas party with the intention of 


stealing $640 million in bearer bonds. 
New York City cop John McClane 
(Willis), there to visit his estranged wife, 
escapes from the party, however, and at¬ 
tempts to thwart their plans. 

Willis was paid $5 million to be in 
Die Hard, but the best that can be said 
about his performance is that his glib, 
sneering manner isn’t nearly as grating 
as it has been on Moonlighting and in his 
other films. He’s completely outclassed 
by Alan Rickman, who is marvelous as 
the assault team’s leader, Hans Gruber. 
Rickman is glib and sneering, too, but 
he imbues the villain with perverse 
charm and dry, urbane wit. 

Director McTiernan {Predator) 
keeps the thrills coming fast and furi¬ 
ously, glossing over the glaring holes in 
the plot and the implausibility of many 
of Willis’ hairbreadth escapes. (You try 
grabbing onto the rim of an elevator 
door as you’re falling down the shaft.) 
The quieter moments are hopelessly 
corny—the subplot between McClane 
and his career-oriented wife plays like an 
outdated Movie of the Week. 

Still, a film like this is really a show¬ 
case for special effects, and the explo¬ 
sions and shootouts are spectacular. 
Unfortunately, Die Hard loses a lot in 
the translation to video —it begs to be 
seen on a huge movie screen with boom¬ 
ing Dolby stereo. Some truly awful pan¬ 
ning and scanning, along with the loss of 
depth incurred in transferring film to 
tape, diminishes the impact of some 
heart-stopping moments. Nonetheless, 
Die Hard is a guaranteed good time.

on the field. In a humorous game of bats 
and garter belts, Bull Durham both wor¬ 
ships baseball and transcends it, becom¬ 
ing a terrific satire on relationships by 
the bottom of the ninth. 

The natural link between carnality 
and the game is embodied by Annie Sa¬ 
voy (Sarandon), a flower child of the 
“Church of Baseball” who never lacks a 
witty saying. (“Making love is like hit¬ 
ting a baseball. You’ve just got to relax 
and concentrate.”) Every year she in¬ 
ducts a promising member of the minor 
league Durham Bulls to her training reg¬ 
imen of Walt Whitman, bondage and 
hitting practice. Two players that catch 
her lascivious attention are “Nuke” 
LaLoosh (Robbins), a young pitcher 
whose towering naivete matches the 
power of his fastballs, and catcher 
“Crash” Davis (Costner), a burned-out 
veteran who’s been brought in to season 
Nuke for better things than the Carolina 
League. 

Though it’s puppy dog Nuke who 
gets into Annie’s program. Crash gets 
satisfaction by confounding Nuke with 
his own peculiar baseball zen. Bom¬ 
barded with abstract philosophies for 
throwing the perfect spitball. Nuke’s 
pitching improves while his psyche de¬ 
generates. By midseason, he’s wearing a 
garter belt on the mound, breathing 
through his eyelids and using his libido 
to mount a winning streak instead of 
Annie. 

For all of its hilarious diamond and 
boudoir antics. Bull Durham's true joy 
lies in its marvelously witty script and 
direction.

The end-credit sequence of Married 
to the Mob is almost as interesting as the 
movie itself. The bed of outtakes seems 
to indicate that Demme started out to 
make a movie that was stronger on char¬ 
acter but had trouble shaping the mate¬ 
rial in the editing room. 

The film’s opening sequences wick¬ 
edly lampoon gangsters seeking white- 
bread respectability in the suburbs, a 
point driven home when Frank “Cu¬ 
cumber” DeMarco (Baldwin) ices a rival 
on a crowded commuter train. Mean¬ 
while, his wife Angela (Pfeiffer) has 
tired of sitting on stolen furniture, hav¬ 
ing to take part in the mob’s office poli¬ 
tics and watching Frank Jr. trying to 
emulate Dad. She wants out. 

Although Frank won’t give her a di¬ 
vorce, a small personal misunderstand¬ 
ing prompts his boss, Tony “The Tiger” 
Russo (Stockwell), to solve that prob¬ 
lem with an automatic. Tony then tries

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different temperaments and back¬ 
grounds who meet in a small New York 
comedy club and spur each other on to 
greater glory. Writer/director David 
Seltzer starts out with a firm grip on his 
subject, but the hard edge of determina¬ 
tion and desperation is then softened by 
a soppy love story between the mis¬ 
matched leads. 

Hanks gives a solid performance as 
Steven Golda, a medical school dropout 
who happens to be a naturally gifted, 
frenetic comedian. Broke and alienated 
from his family, he clings to his craft as 
his only hope for success. Lilah Krytsick 
(Field) is a New Jersey housewife who 
moonlights as a comedienne. When she 
turns to Steven for help in honing her 
act, the film runs into serious trouble. 
Steven tells her to drop the smutty jokes 
she’s been buying and talk about her 
own life. He believes she is a gifted hu¬ 
morist, possessing “that thing,” but we 
don’t see it. While other comics in the 
club have better delivery and material, 
even Lilah transformed is seen straining, 
her manner too forced. 

After an impromptu night watching 
her perform in various clubs, Steven falls 
in love with Lilah, but Seltzer does not 
provide enough dramatic evidence to 
make this convincing. The detached 
cynicism which makes Hanks’ character 
work becomes diffused, and unfocused 
sentimentality —including the denoue¬ 
ment in which the two compete in a 
contest —derails the stronger, more in¬ 
teresting train of events. 

Punchline does attempt to show the 
fascinating milieu of struggling comics in 
pursuit of the big time but cops out with 
a dose of old Hollywood.

The Unbearable 
Lightness of Being

Milan Kundera’s tragicomic love 
story is inseparable from the novel’s ob¬ 
servations on philosophy, history, cul¬ 
ture and etymology. Together they form 
a moral portrait of life in the modern 
age. Tomas, the womanizing Prague 
neurosurgeon, falls for and marries Ter¬ 
eza, the small-town girl who loves 
books. But he can’t abandon his erotic 
pleasures, particularly with the artist 
Sabina. Tereza stands for weight, re¬ 
sponsibility, decisiveness. Sabina person¬ 
ifies “lightness,” pure freedom, casual 
betrayal. 

If there were to be a movie version, 
it obviously couldn’t take on all of Kun¬ 
dera’s intellectual baggage. Instead, 
Kaufman and co-scenarist Jean-Claude 
Carriere have converted the fractured 
original to straight-line narrative, mov¬ 
ing from the “Prague Spring” of 1968 to 
the Russian invasion to exile in Geneva 
and back. The movie is epic in scope 
and length but not in feeling; it’s dream¬ 
like and intensely erotic, drawing us into 
a world at once remote and achingly 
real. 

Kaufman provides artistic distance 
through highly stylized photography by 
the great Sven Nykvist, perfectly chosen 
snippets of Leon Janacek music and his 
use of an international cast speaking 
with Czech accents. He can’t portray 
the horror of life during the Russian oc¬ 
cupation the way Kundera can, but he 


does suggest how the resulting depen¬ 
dence on lies and treachery can dissolve 
the sense of what is and isn’t real, until 
only the things that count —those with 
“weight” —are truly visible. 

Day-Lewis (Tomas) and Binoche 
(Tereza) are affecting. As the brazenly 
carnal Sabina and her Swiss lover, Olin 
and Derek DeLint offer the film’s best 
performances. Amazingly, the movie is 
as effective on the small screen as the 
large —the actors fare better, in fact, 
against the visual pyrotechnics. The 
transfer is nearly miraculous, even 
though the three-hour movie has been 
squeezed onto a single cassette.

It’s a testament to Sean Connery 
that he marches through The Presidio’s 
inanities with dignified precision as Lt.

ness of detective Jay Austin (Harmon), 
who returns to San Francisco’s huge mil¬ 
itary base to investigate his former mili¬ 
tary police partner’s murder. Racing 
against an old war horse like Connery 
for clues, Harmon shouldn’t have even 
bothered. 

The Presidio’s idea of suspense is hav¬ 
ing this mismatched duo going from one 
interview to the next, constantly trying 
to knock the enormous chips from their 
shoulders with jokes better reserved for 
TV sitcoms. Austin takes an immediate 
liking to Caldwell’s sex kitten daughter 
(Ryan), who stages a car chase to his 
bedroom in the film’s most ridiculous se¬ 
quence. Determined to take this non¬ 
sense seriously, director Hyams adds 
long, badly written scenes of characters 
expressing love for one another and the 
army, exposition that only weighs The 
Presidio down further. 

This dramatic and sexual posturing 
masks a very routine action film, replete 
with barroom brawls, Bullitt car chases 
and the inevitable shoot-out in the 
warehouse. Yet Connery is wonderful, 
even when trying to find out what bot¬ 
tled water has to do with the convoluted 
plot. Rugged and tender, Connery and 
Caldwell personify the film veterans 
whose hard-earned thunder a new breed 
of leading men and tough-guy pictures is 
trying to steal. —Daniel Schweiger

Behind the tug of war over TV ad time 


to some shifting away from these pro¬ 
gram-length commercials, but television 
stations can still broadcast an unlimited 
number of ads during children’s pro¬ 
grams. Congressman Edward J. Markey 
(D., Mass.), chairman of the House Sub¬ 
committee on Telecommunications and 
Finance, is one of many representatives 
alarmed about the state of children’s TV 
since deregulation. In March 1988, he 
addressed the House regarding possible 
legislative solutions to overcommercial¬ 
ization. 

Along with a bi-partisan group of 
representatives, Markey then intro¬ 
duced the Children's Television Act, 
which sought to reinstate ad limits simi¬ 
lar to those dropped by the FCC. Under 
the act, advertising shown during chil¬ 
dren’s programs would be limited to 10.5 
minutes an hour on weekends and 12 
minutes an hour on weekdays, effective 
January 1,1990. A more controversial el¬ 
ement in the bill would force the FCC, 
in considering license renewals, to weigh 
whether a TV station had “served the 
educational and informational needs of 
children in its overall programming.” 

It must be noted that the FCC rarely 
refuses a license renewal application. 
General-interest programs like Coshy 
can qualify as shows which address the 


needs of children. Nonetheless, Markey 
saw the renewal threat as a chance to 
make the industry more self-conscious 
about its children’s fare. He said he 
hoped decision-makers would think 
“better safe than sorry” as they planned 
programming schedules for children. 

Naturally, there was opposition to 
the bill from the TV and toy industries 
and some other political factions. The 
National Association of Broadcasters 
(NAB), which represents commercial 
broadcasters, has consistently lobbied 
against congressional intervention in its 
business and worked to soften the legis¬ 
lation. The NAB cited one survey of 469 
TV stations which claimed that 88 per¬ 
cent were already within the advertising 
limits, with an average of eight minutes 
and 38 seconds of ads per hour. (The 
stations that exceeded the proposed lim¬ 
its were mostly in the top 20 television 
markets, i.e. big cities like New York and 
L.A.) Markey’s aides, on the other hand, 
claimed that about 20 percent of the na¬ 
tion’s TV stations still exceed the limits. 

The NAB expressed concern that 
the license renewal issue was a small 
step on the road toward letting Congress 
dictate content. The FCC itself declined 
to take a position on

The most impottant legislation in years 
towards bettering children’s television. 
The Children’s Television Act of 1988, 
was passed by both houses of Congress 
last year, only to be vetoed by President 
Reagan in November. But the battle’s 
not ovet yet. And you can get involved. 

The commercialization of children’s 
programming has been hotly debated 
since 1984, when the Federal Communi¬ 
cations Commission lifted longstanding 
restrictions regarding children’s TV. 
Then-chairman Mark S. Fowler, a Rea¬ 
gan appointee, said the marketplace 
would determine what was best for chil¬ 
dren, and viewer preference would keep 
the reins on excessive advertising. 

With no limits on the number of 
commercials, what happened next was 
not encouraging. Toy manufacturers be¬ 
came heavily involved in developing 
children’s programs based on their own 
product lines and, in some extreme 
cases, broadcasters were encouraged to 
schedule these shows in exchange for a 
piece of the toy sales pie. The industry 
began creating programs designed to sell 
products rather than nurture children. 
"" Declining ratings have led 
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Patrick termed it “unnecessary and ill- 
advised.” Another spokesman claimed 
the agency is considering several pro¬ 
posals regarding children’s advertising. 
One congressman suggested that a bet¬ 
ter solution would be to allow the 
broadcast industry an anti-trust exemp¬ 
tion so that it could create a code of 
conduct. 

Battle lines were drawn over the bill. 
As the two forces volleyed back and 
forth for a compromise, both softened 
somewhat. By the time the bill reached 
the House floor, it had been stripped of a 
provision requiring broadcasters to 
schedule an hour of educational pro¬ 
gramming each day. Likewise, a portion 
of the bill that attacked program-length 
■ commercials was also deleted. (Several 
court suits are pending in this area, and 
the FCC is considering rules on it. 
Markey promises to revisit the issue if it 
is not resolved.) All concerned agreed 
to support the hill as revised. 

, With overwhelming approval from 
both political parties, it looked like HR 
3966 couldn’t miss. The House vote in 
June was 328 to 78 in favor of the Chil¬ 
dren’s Television Act, and the Senate 
approved it in October by a unanimous 
voice vote. 

So how and why would the president 
veto such a bill? 

First the how. After Congress sends 
an approved bill to the president, he has 
ten days (not counting Sundays) to act. 
If ho signs it, it becomes law. If he fails to 
act within ten days while Congress is in 
session, the bill becomes law. But if he 
fails to act within ten days while Con¬ 
gress is in recess (as it was in Novem- 
ber), the measure dies. And that’s what 
President Reagan did, “pocketing” the 
bill so that it would have to be revived 
by Congress in a new session. 

According to official White House 
announcements, the president’s opinion 
was that “this bill simply cannot be rec- 
.oheiled with the freedom of expression 
secured by our Constitution.” His mem¬ 
orandum on the topic went on to say 
that conditioning license renewals on 
the federal government’s determination 
of the adequacy of a station’s program¬ 
ming would violate the First Amend¬ 
ment. 

The president also voiced concern 
that limiting commercial time (and 
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I therefore revenues) on children’s pro- 
: gramming placed the government in the 
; "inappropriate” position of favoring oth- 
j er types of programming. “While I ap- 
; plaud efforts to increase the amount and 
j quality of children’s television program- 
; ming,” he stated, “the Constitution sim- 
: ply does not empower the federal 
government to oversee the program- 
: ming decisions of broadcasters in the 
: manner prescribed by this bill.” 

Speaking for disappointed advocates 
' of the bill, Markey came back with a 

■ scathing indictment of the veto, saying, 

; “The president’s actions represent a vic¬ 
tory for the toy and cereal hucksters, 
and a major defeat for our nation’s chil- 

: dren.” He vowed not to give up the fight 
toward better children’s television. If 

■ they haven’t already. Congress should be 
submitting legislation similar to HR 
3966 to President Bush sometime soon. 
We urge you to contact your senator 
and congressional representative to 
have your say in the future of children’s

TECH TIP 


Thinking in story form 

Novice camcorder users are well-ad¬ 
vised to learn how to use establishing 
shots to create a story structure. If 
you’re visiting grandma’s house, shoot a 
few seconds of the facade before enter¬ 
ing. If grandma is bringing out baby’s 
birthday cake, show her in the kitchen 
with the cake, then go to the dining 
room and show her bringing the cake to 
baby. Then zoom in for separate close- 
ups of the cake and baby. With a little 
structuring, your footage will seem less 
like a jumble and more like a story — 
even before you have begun the edit¬ 
ing process.

jacks, labeled A/V out, carries the out¬ 
put of the last channel selected hy the 
tuner. The last column, labeled monitor, 
carries the signal being viewed. 

All A/V jacks (except for S-video) 
are RCA-type pin jacks. The monitor 
jacks may he switched to fixed —good 
for recording —or variable, for feeding a 
hi-fi system.

The set is rated tor — and delivers —

35-incher looks better than its competi¬ 
tors. 

While the set’s internal audio ampli¬ 
fiers can deliver the entire audible range 
of 20 Hertz to 20 kilohertz within 3 dB, 
the speakers only span 50 Hz to 16 kHz 
at that tolerance. S/N for RF sources is 
61 dB; for A/V sources 75 dB. Total har¬ 
monic distortion is less than 1 percent. 
Audio performance is very good/excel¬ 
lent. 


Conclusion. Mitsubishi is still the 
only mass producer of 35-inch picture 
tubes, so it is no surprise that the com¬ 
pany makes the best 35-inch direct view 
sets. The CK-3514R demonstrates the 
benefits of developing tube and circuitry 
synergistically and delivers an excellent 
picture tor such a large tube. Audio per¬ 
formance is very good to excellent with 
the speakers and potentially excellent if 
coupled to a quality audio system. Er¬ 
gonomics are excellent and the oak ve¬ 
neer cabinet is handsome. (A table 
model is available in black.) We recom¬ 
mend it highly among 35-inch direct 
view sets.

mic mixing while dubbing, as well as the 
SP/EP switch, a volume control for the 
speaker and the multi-pin A/V input 
connector. 

Operation. Basic camcorder func¬ 
tions are really simple. Load a battery 
and cassette, select camera position, 
turn on power, verify that the iris, focus 


and white balance are set to automatic 
and shoot. Set the shutter speed to auto 
so that it chooses the best compromise 
between iris and shutter speed up to 
1/200 second; faster action-stopping re¬ 
quires manual selection. 

All the playback controls are active 
even in camera mode so you can review 
whole scenes, find spots for audio or vid¬ 
eo dubs and even insert edit, thanks to 
the flying erase head. You can add time, 
date and titles in two sizes. The word 
memory helps with a stock of common 
words like “birthday.” Ease of operation 
and range of options are both excellent. 

Performance. The CC320 is stan¬ 
dard VHS, so horizontal resolution is 
about 250 lines. In almost every other 
picture measurement, however, it is 
competitive with the best Super VHS 
camcorders. This is largely due to the 
full-size head drum and two pairs of 
heads specifically optimized for SP and 
EP. The unweighted video signal-to- 
noise ratio is 44.1 decibels at SP and 41.1 
dB at EP. The weighted video S/N is 51.8 
dB at SP and 47.3 dB at EP. Chroma 
AM S/N is 47.5 dB at SP and 43.8 dB at 
EP.

slider at the back is closed, turning on 
the power puts you in camera mode. 
Only the exposed controls and the dis¬ 
play controls at the back are operable. 

You can lock the focus setting, 
change from normal to 1/1000-second 
shutter speed, turn the recordable dis¬ 
play on or off, run or pause the camera 
and switch the alarm on or off. From the 
back you can change tape speed and ad¬ 
just date, time and age. The clock bat¬ 
tery keeps the data accurate for about a 
year and there is little need to change 
the display unless you have more than 
one child whose age you want to record.

MAIL-ORDER BILL OF RIGHTS

A full remote wireless microphone 
kit from Azden Corporation includes a 
receiver, a transmitter, a microphone 
and earphones. Operating on the FM 
band, the unit has two frequencies, 
49.83 or 49.89 megahertz, and is effec¬ 


tive as far away as 125 feet. Many other 
companies offer remote kits with various 
configurations and microphones. 

For a camcorder-mounted micro¬ 
phone that zeroes in on a distant sound, 
consider the Sima TeleMike. It weighs 
about 2.5 ounces and has a volume con¬ 
trol for adjusting sensitivity, which is 
monitored through supplied earphones.

(also from Sima), allows you to 
make an aircheck of what’s being re¬ 
corded. Azden also has a camcorder- 
mounted microphone with two pick-up 
positions —long-narrow or short-wide — 
depending on your need. It calls the 
ECZ 660 a “zoom” microphone. 

POWER PACKS 

Unless your finger is always on the 
firing switch, a fully charged battery 
should get you through most events. 
Buy anyone who’s lost power midway 
through a wedding or birthday party 
without a backup battery knows the val¬ 
ue of extra power. 

The easiest solution is to carry an 
outboard or supplementary power sup¬ 
ply. If you’ve ever seen a video location 
crew, you’ve probably noticed one mem¬ 
ber with a battery beltcase or bandolier. 
In most instances, however, all you need 
is a few hours of shooting power, for 
which a variety of relatively small acces¬ 
sory packs come into play. 

There are two main types of porta¬ 
ble, rechargeable battery packs: Gel- 
Cells and NiCds. Gel-Cells hold 
charges longer, so if you shoot sporad¬ 
ically, they’re the way to go. They’re also 
less expensive. But NiCd packs can re¬ 
charge up to 1,500 times. 

For example, the Ambico V-0805 
Gel-Cell kit supplies four to five hours of 
power for a camcorder and one hour for 
a 100-watt light. It can hold a charge for 
up to six months. But it’s only good for 
about 250 recharges and weighs eight 
pounds. The Ambico Decathlon Re¬ 
chargeable NiCd pack gives two to 
three hours shooting time, runs a light 
for about 35 minutes and holds a charge 
for a month. It’s good for about 1,500 
charges and weighs three pounds. 

A more powerful pack, the Decath¬ 
lon Plus, adds two hours to your shoot¬ 
ing time and more than doubles the 



TECH TIP 


S-VHS shortcut 

You can adapt high-grade VHS cassettes 
for Super VHS use by drilling a small 
recognition hole in the bottom of the 
cassette shell. The S-VHS machine 
senses the hole and records or plays in 
S-VHS mode. This is feasible because — 
unlike ED-Beta, which uses metal 
tape —S-VHS uses a high-grade tape 
not too dissimilar from regular VHS 
high grades. The results may not be as 
good as they would be with authorized 
S-VHS cassettes, but you should see an 
improvement.

When putting a videocassette back into 
an open-ended jacket, put the tape into 
the jacket door-first, with the spine 
showing at the open end. This seals the 
open part of the bottom of the cassette, 
where the door closes, protecting the 
tape from dust and other contaminants. 
It also leaves the spine exposed, which is 
convenient if it has a label. Most blank- 
tape manufacturers use open-ended 
jackets and all tape makers put the cas¬ 
sette in door-first. Follow their lead.

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Cutting through t he high-definition hype

More misinformation has been spread 
about high definition television than 
about any subject since the invention of 
sex. Newspapers and television have 
been full of conflicting reports about 
HDTV, and lots of them are just plain 
wrong. Here are some of the most prom¬ 
inent myths about video’s wave of the 
future: 

• There is a tremendous public demand 
for better TV pictures. Shopping mall sur¬ 
veys have shown that most viewers can 
hardly tell the difference between 
HDTV.and a good conventional pic¬ 
ture. Psychologically, the move to 
HDTV is considerably less significant' 
than the transition from black & white 
to color or even from a lousy antenna to 
a good one. 

The accepted definition of HDTV is 
a TV picture with resolution roughly 
equivalent to a 35 mm movie, a wide 
screen of approximately Cinemascope 
proportions, with improved color and 
stereophonic sound, preferably of Com¬ 
pact Disc quality. HDTV can best be ap¬ 
preciated on a large screen viewed from 
a distance about twice the screen height 
(where the scanning lines disappear), 
compared with five to seven times the 
screen height, the optimum viewing dis¬ 
tance for current TV pictures. Watched 
this way, HDTV is a powerful, envelop¬ 
ing experience, but learning to watch 
this way is an evolutionary process. 

»Japan and Europe are switching to 
HDTV broadcasting. So far, nobody’s 
switching to anything. Japan is experi¬ 
mentally beaming HDTV pictures from 
satellites to 81 viewing locations-not 
homes - and by 1992 expects to be offer¬ 
ing this service to public places, movie 
theaters and consumers who wish to buy 
special HDTV receivers. Standard larid- 

based broadcasting —compatible with 

existing TVs — will continue. In Europe 
as well, HDTV broadcasting will be a di¬ 
rect-satellite affair, requiring special re¬ 


ceivers incompatible with existing- 

• The United States is hopelessly be¬ 
hind in HDTV. It’s true that the Japanese 
have been working on HDTV for 20 
years. While this gives them a lead, it 
also means their system ignores some 
modern principles, such as progressive 
scan, which eliminates a basic problem 
of all existing TV systems. Europe’s 
HDTV system was developed in a crash 
effort in just two years. In the U.S., 21 
HDTV systems have been proposed, 
and all are under development.

• Existing TVs will be useless when 
HDTV broadcasting begins. If only to pre¬ 
vent a second American revolution, the 
government would never consent to the 
withdrawal of America’s first or second 
favorite pastime. The Federal Commu¬ 
nications Commission has already issued 
guidelines which provide that any future 
HDTV system must be compatible with 
the existing broadcast system and use 
existing TV channels. This means that 
existing TVs would continue to pick up 
low-def pictures from HDTV transmis¬ 
sions and that HDTV sets could pick up 
standard as well as HDTV broadcasts . 


• Broadcasters, cable operators, VCR 

manufacturers, satellite TV stations arid 
even telephone companies will all pick dif¬ 
ferent incompatible HDTV standards. 
Anybody programming for the Ameri¬ 
can home wants the maximum audi¬ 
ence. Americans simply are not going to 
buy one type of TV to receive over-the- 
air broadcasts, one for cable and one for 
the VCR. In their own self-interest, its 
inevitable that program originators will 
get together and use either the same 
HDTV system or systems which are 
:ompatible with one another. 

• American HDTV broadcasting can 
start in a couple of years. Five to 10 years 

3re likely. A single HDTV systern 
muse still be developed, field-tested and 
approved. If this happens in three years, 
it will take another couple of years to 
tool and market the first transmitters 
and receivers. 

• After HDTV broadcasting starts, 
most Americans will quickly switch to 
HDTV receivers. Thirty-five years after 
the introduction of color TV, millions of 
people are still watching black &. white. 
Since the first HDTVs are expected to 
cost about $3,000 and up in 1989 dol¬ 
lars, according to the Electronic Indus¬ 
tries Association, an HDTV will be a 
major investment. Many, perhaps most, 
people will wait until their present sets 
wear out before switching. 

• A government-sponsored HDTV re¬ 
search program can ‘‘bring the consumer 
electronics industry back" to the U.S. It 
never left. Twenty TV manufacturing 
and assembly plants in this country 
make most of the color sets sold here 
from parts originating all over the globe. 
Most American consumer electronics 
producers are owned by foreign compan¬ 
ies, and it’s difficult to see how HDTV 
can change this. 

• HDTV will be the greatest invention 

since canned dog food. Most viewers really 
don’t worry about the low definition of 
their TVs, mentally filling in any details 
missing from the picture. People will 
continue to select programs on the basis 
of content. Programming comes first, 
technology second. HDTV, 3DTV or 
anything els e won’t chan ge t hat. _■
